The fall Is tho proper tlmo to prepare
for a crop of nlluigulds. The nubble should
lc tula; plowed, llrst lightly to kill
needs, well harrowed nnd left tor a tlmo
to Klt tho seeds tlmo to sprout In ilia
warm daM of autumn. Next It should b
plowed, deep to bring Up a very little of
the subsoil never before exposed. On tliU
is spread o. pood dressing of manure unci n
to eighteen, loudu per acre. Another plow-
ing lo mix this manure with the top Iu)er
of soil should be got over before the winter
K'tt In, This fall vvrk may vary with soil
and section. The mods mentioned Is that
used for a candy loam with gravel sub-r-o- il

with which It is delrable to keep the
manure near the top. On clay lands of a
SUIT texture It may be found of advantage
to spread the manure beforo the second
plowing nnd bury It deeply ready for the
plant rocis. This must wry according to
toll nnd surrounding1',

Aw soon at tho land Is fit to work In the
spring It should be again worked till It Is
brought Into good tilth It U then ridged
Into drills twent) -- eight Inches opart and
tho seed at once own on the fresh moist
earth. The mangold seed Is contaJnod In
n rough capsule nnd each rnpnle may
contain several seeds. They should not be
burled deeply, and It helps the sprouting
If tho seed be soaked for twenty-fou- r hours
before sowing. It Is usual to sow tho seed
with tho double turnip sower fitted with
boxes to sow tha larger mangold capsule.
An even catch Is dllllcult to get, and If
the plants leavo blanks In. coming up tho
npaces may be filled on a dull damp day
by transplanting. I'.irly sowing In thu
pprlng H most Important In mcccsfiil man-
gold culture. When wcedi how themselves
the horse hoe should be used between tho
drills nnd thli should be done during the
summer as often aa necessary to keep the
land clean and moist. The plants a soon
ns thev are up a few Inches should bo
thinned nnd hoed. It will be nece"nry to
go over them a second time to remoe nil
doubles nnd keep the row clear of weeds.
A good crop will glvo thirty to forty tons
per acre.

Harvesting must bo done before hard
frosts set In. The plant If In the ground
and protected by their broad leaves will
stand a slight frost without Injury, but
when pulled must be covered or they will
be easily Injured by frost. They should be
nil removed fiom the field and s ifely stored
before the time of hard froits. This time
will vary In different sections. Here In
Western Ontario from the 10th to tho 23th
of October is the right time to lift the
mangolds. They nro pulled by hand, care
being taken to do as little Injury to the
loots ns possible. Two men will strip six
rows and put them In small heaps; they aro
then topped by twisting oft tho leaves. A
knlfo should not be used, or If used great
care should be taken not to cut the top too
close or injure the flesh The roots aie
t.ien covered bv tho leaves, which will
keep off a slight fiost. Thoy are left in
tho field for a few days It they are to be
stored In n root houKc or they may be
drawn at once to tho pit. They keep best
pitted. Tho ground should be dry whole
water will not stand In winter. The roots
should bo piled In a pvratnhl five to six
feet wide at tho base and tapering to
tho top: then covered with six
Inches of soil, ventilating spaces being left
for a time along the top of tho pit. In

these spaces will be closed, more
straw nnd soil applied, and the whole cov-
ered with about ten Inches of coarse man-
ure to completely exclude the fiost. Un-
like turnips tho can be cnmpletnlv covered
after the first hvveatlng. They make splen-
did spring feed .ind are bettei for stock
after being kept for a time, and for that
reason nre pitted nnd saved till the late
winter or early sprlnj.

the ears. Danger of molding may be less- -

net by making tho shocks smaller than
is cuutomuiy. Shocks an small as four
hills square nro sometimes ust.il and per-
mit cry free cticukitlon of the air. Tho
labor of cutting and handling Is consider-
ably lebsened by the uso of smaller shocks.
